Th*  ho? reholders  have  varied  ideas  of  their 
obligation  to  the  community.  Some  of  them  trim 
their  gardens  to  ihe  fence  and  let  the  boulevard 
p«ow  thicklv  with  crass  and  poppies  and  irises  that 
have  gone  wild  Others  trim  garden  and  boulevard, 
b-u  tet  weeds  grow  on  the  other  side  of  the  ditch. 
The  most  conscientious  of  all  mow  the  vegetation 
acro«*  the  ditch,  too, 

Tf  grass  rea'lv  grew*  on  the  street,  they  would 
prob^blv  cut  ♦hat  into  the  bargain.

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FOR  a little  while  tomorrow  the  Royal 
Canadian  Navy  at  Esquimau  will  have 
the  pleasure  of  an  informal  visit  by 
Admiral  Felix  B.  Stump,  I’SN,  com- 
mander-in-chief  of  the  t nitcd  Stales 
Pacific  Fleet  with  headquarters  at  Pearl 
Harbor,  and  an  accompanying  officer. 
Rear-Admiral  A.  M.  Bledsoe.  L SN,  of 
Seattle,  commander  of  the  norther  n sector 
in  the  same  service.  While  neither  are 
strangers,  the  friendly  call  has  special 
meaning  as  a personal  tribute  to  Rear- 
Admiral  J.  C.  Hibbard.  RCN,  whose 
retirement  next  month  from  the  post  of 
RCN  Flag  Officer.  Pacific  Coast,  offered 
occasion  for  the  meeting. 

The  US  commander-in-chief  will  be 
welcomed  by  a 17-gun  salute  fired  from 
Duntre  Head,  a naval  guard  or  honor  and 
all  of  ihe  courtesies  due  to  flag  officers 
of  an  allied  nation.

First  Step  in  TB  Prevention 


R 


EC  PINT  travels  of  the  provincial 
government’s  portable  X-ray  unit 
Ihrough  this  region  have  demonstrated 
the  good  results  that  can  be  attained  by 
taking  an  essential  disease  prevention 
service  to  the  public  instead  of  leaving  it 
to  people  to  seek  it  out  for  them^elvo* 
In  a period  of  75  days  touring  schools, 
industries  and  commercial  establishments 
with  big  enough  staffs  to  make  it  prac- 
tical to  set  up  the  instruments,  the  X-ray 
unit  made  nearly  20.000  chest  examina- 
tions. That's  less  than  one-fifth  of  the 
population  of  the  area,  but  probably 
10.900  more  than  would  have  taken  the 
test  if  the  move  had  been  left  up  to  them. 

With  tuberrulosis  as  with  cancer  and" 
some  other  diseases,  early  discovery  and 
treatment  usually  make  possible  complete 
cure,  have  saved  countless  lives  since 
universal  preventive  services  were  estab- 
lished, and  in  most  cases  of  incipient  TB 
have  obviated  protracted  and  wasting 


periods  of  illness.  The  value  of  this  early 
diagnosis  reaches  beyond  the  patient  to 
the  members  of  his  family,  who  thus  may 
be  saved  from  contracting  the  disease 
themselves.  This  is  what  makes  periodic 
X-ray  examinations  a vital  factor  in 
prevention  as  well  as  cure. 

Experience  has  shown  that  it  is  riot 
enough  to  make  the  examinations  avail- 
able to  everyone  at  no  cost.  Procrastina- 
tion, laziness  and  the  dangerous  belief 
that  “it  can't  happen  to  me"  are  all-too- 
enmmon  traits.  When  the  time  taken  by 
the  examination  routine  is  reduced  to  a 
minute  or  less  and  Ihe  subject  has  to  walk 
only  a few-  steps  for  it,  there  is  little  excuse 
for' not  taking  the  simple  test.  The  wide 
coverage  achieved  by  this  year's  public 
health  program  should  convince  the 
authorities  of  the  value  of  keeping  the 
X-rav  unit  on  the  move  so  as  to  get  people 
into  the  habit  of  undergoing  examination 
once  a year. 


Low-Priced  Literature 


ONE  of  the  better  novelists  of  Canada, 
Mr.  Hugh  McLellan,  complains  that 
paper-backed  books  have  taken  the  live- 
lihood from  North  American  writers. 
Probably  novel  bits  of  50  years  ago  had 
similar  objections  to  the  introduction  of 
cheap  editions  of  books.  Writers  still 
manage  to  keep  on  writing  in  spite  of 
changing  fads  and  fashions  which  affect 
their  output  and  their  sales,  however,  and 
it  must  be  remembered  that  the  paper- 
back trend  enables  many  people  to  read 
standard  books  put  out  of  their  reach 
by  the  high  price  of  new-  hard-cover 
volumes. 

Yet  the  problem  for  sincere,  authors 
like  Mr.  McLellan  is  a serious  one.  The 
cheap  paper-back  has  upset  the  hard- won 
position  of  authoris  in  regard  to  royalties 
and  Ihe  financial  return  from  this  market 
Is  meagre.  He  himself  earned  only  $230 
from  a work  which  took  him  three  years 
to  write,  a fact  however  which  makes  one 


wonder  why  he  sought  to  have  it  pub- 
lished in  this  medium.  For  facile  hack- 
writers of  cheap  crime  and  sex  fiction  the 
situation  is  different:  they  turn  out  these 
pulp  creations  almost  overnight  and  so 
arc  able  to  exploit  the  paper-back  trend 
to  their  monetary  advantage. 

Probably  the  matter  will  right  itself 
in  time.  Certainly  serious  literary  artists 
cannot  be  subsidized  in  order  that  they 
may  make  a living,  but  instead  have  to 
pursue  their  vocation  competitively  as 
have  people  of  all  other  callings.  Nor 
can  the  reading  public  be  deprived  of 
low'-priced  literature  simply  because  it  is 
not  all  of  high  standard.  There  Is  the 
feeling  also  that  in  the  long  run  merit 
will  out  and  the  reminder  that  in  this 
day  and  age  few-  artists  of  any  kind  starve 
In  garret*  Writers  like  all  other  crafts- 
men must  of  necessity  aftempt  to  cope 
with  the  social  and  economic  changes 
which  periodically  affect  a previous 
equilibrium.

Little  Privacy  for  Royalty

HE  backroom  gossip  boys  are 
nearly  as  busy  on  the  subject 
of  British  royalty  as  they  were  In 
the  days  before  the  abdication  of 
King  Edward  VIII  and  now,  a>  then, 
they  are  being  reinforced  by  Arnerl- 
r.  n and  Commonwealth  newspaper 
reports  This  time,  of  course,  it  is 
Princes*;  Margaret  who  Is  the  vinim 
and  now,  as  then,  the  more  respon- 
sible United  Kingdom  newspapers 
are  keeping  a dignified  silence— but 
Ihe  others  are  more  vocal. 

Most  of  the  gossip  at  the  moment 
surrounds  stories  of  how  Princess 
Margaret  “let  her  hair  down’’  during 
the  newspaper  strike  because  there 
was  no  risk  of  her  activities  being 
reported.  Without  discussing  the 
merits  of  the  supposed  "facta"  it 
should  be  said  at  *unoe  that  that  of 
course  Ls  nonsense.  The  newspaper 
strike  affected  London  newspapers. 
During  «that  strike  1U0  daily  news- 
papers appeared  as  usual  rompaied 
with  14  which  failed  to  appear,  but 
every  o:ie  tf  those  hundred  news- 
papers has  a London  staff,  and  the 
two  principal  newsagemries.  both 
of  which  have  court  correspondents 
who  functioned  as  usual. 

The  only  possible  merit  in  the 
story  is  the  fact  that  Britain's  least 
responsible  tabloid  did  not  appear 
during  the  strike  and  this  particu- 
lar journal  has  become  notorious 
for  its  twin-edged  sword— pro-social- 
ist .and  antl-royajty— with  the  result 
1 hat  possibly  Princess  Margaret  felt 
that  there  was  * less  likelihood  of 
misinterpretation,  and  may  even  have 
commented  upon  it.  That  it  affected 
her  conduct  is  nonsense.

Royally  does  not 
institute  libel  actions,  and  it  Is  not 
helped  by  a pathetically  Ineffectual 
press  department  at  ' Buckingham 
Palace  which  spends  most  of  Its 
time  trying  In  tell  Journalists  what 
rot  to  do.  and  handicapping  them 
as  much  as  possible. 

It  is  also  true  that  the  same  press 
department  has  shown  an  extraordln 
ary  lack  of  consideration  for  over- 
seas newspapers  and  regarded  Ameri- 


can and  Commonwealth  journalists 
as  an  awful  nuisance. 

It  will  be  remembered  that  at  *he 
Coronation  a nujor  incident 
avoided  when  it  was  found  that 
originally  fewer  than  20  places  had 
been  allotted  to  the  whole  of  ihe 
press  of  the  British  Commonwealth. 

At  the  wedding  of'  the  Queen.  Hwti 
Princess  Elizabeth,  there  was  a slml 
lar  gaff  Only  the  Intervention  of 
Colonel  J.  J.  Astor  principal  pro- 
prietor ol  The  Time*  and  c hairman 
ol  the  Commonwealth  Press  Union, 
prevented  a serious  crisis. 

* * * 

Incidents  of  this  sort,  combined 
with  a hopeless  lack  of  co-operation 
with  the  press,  have  tended  to  en- 
courage newspaper  gossip.  The  Duke 
of  Edinburgh  recently  appealed  to 
the  press  to  allow  Prince  Charles 
to  grow  up  normally  and  he  em- 
phasized the  problems  of  royalty 
especially  that,  unlike  oilier  promin- 
ent people,  they  did  not  have  their 
day  and  vanish  into  obscurity.  They 
were  In  the  Itmeligl^  always. 

The  r**a!  question  of  the  moment 
ir,  whether  Princes*  Margaret  should 
be  allowed  "time  off”;  whether  she 
should  be  able  to  go  to  a theatre 
or  a night  club  without  all  the  im- 
pecunious hangers-on  being  able  to 
collect  a fat  cheque  for  any  bit  of 
irresponsible  gossip  they  are  able  to 
supply  an  irresponsible  newspaper. 
It  boils  down  to  a simple  issue: 
whether  royalty  is  to  be  permitted 
to  have  a private  life  or  not 
There  Is  a growing  body  of  opinion 
that  British  royalty  should  develop 
the  attitude  of  European  royalty— 
where  for  example  the  King  of  Den- 
mark has  been  known  to  stop  a 
tourist  on  Ihe  street  in  Copenhagen 
and  ask  him  how  he  was  enjoying 
hit  visit,  and  where  there  is  a more 
firmly  marked  difference  between 
state  and  private  occasions,

Kent's  Survivors  Remember  Victoria

IT  may  he  tnie  that  “old 

soldiers  never  die,”  but 

It’s  quite  certain  that  oid 

sailors  never  forget. 

Into  The  Islander's  office  the 
o»her  day  came  a bit  of  mad 
addressed  to  “The  Editor,  Daily 
Colonist,  Victoria.  Vancouver, 
Enclosed  w a.-»  a hr  lef 
letter,  an  old  program,  and  a 
half  dozen  pages  from  a book 
on  the  First  World  War,  deal*  . 
ing  with  naval  strife  in  the  At-  *i 
lantic  and  Pacific. 

The  letter  is  produced  here  - 
io  full,  for  it  is  really  meant 
for  all  Victorians  who  were 
living  here  in  the  earlv  pait  of 
1915:
